The producers on these shows seem to 
be weighing their responsibilities to stop 
violence, drug abuse and drunken driving 
against the huge ratings some of these shows 
get. 

According to the Washington Post, 
“Kourtney and Kim Take Newark,” the 
show that documented the gone- 
in-6o-secondsm arriage 
between Kim Kardashian 
and Kris Humphries, 
drew 

3.2 million viewers to 
the episode Dr, Drew 
Pinksy — promoting his 
own show! — said con- 
tained domestic violence 
between Kim and Kris. 

Last week, almost 2,3 
million people watched 
“RHOBH.” 

The numbers are enough 
your head spin — as are the 
potential laws broken per episode. Between 
the domestic violence and the drunken driv- 
ing, it feels like we’re watching shows solely 
to see the train wreck.

Team 
Blago 
takes 
a hit

Large groups of supporters often 
greeted Rod Blagojevich during 
his two federal trials, offering 
encouragement to the former 
governor. 

Dozens of people several rows 
deep filled the sidewalk on South 
Dearborn Street when the verdict 
in his second trial was announced 
June 27. But such crowds were re- 
placed with just a smattering of 
supporters Tuesday morning, the 
first day of Blago jevich’s sentenc- 
ing hearing. 

“I want to say to him, ‘I love 
you and I appreciate what you did 
for us,’ ” said Ortencia Aspurez, 
55, of Ravenswood. 

As about 20 people craned 
their necks for the sight of a ve- 
hicle that could be the former 
governor’s, Aspurez described 
Blagojevich as a humble person 
who was being unfairly vilified. 

“He did more good things for 
us than bad,” she said. “He fought 
for the kids and for the hom- 
eowners. Maybe he [made] a mis- 
take, but everyone does.” 

Some said Tuesday was their 
first time at the courthouse as 
Blagojevich backers. Mother- 
daughter pair Laverne and 
Linda Marsh of Uptown, how- 
ever, said they visited several 
times throughout both trials. 
Both agreed that he deserved to 
be punished, but not with the 
15-20 years prosecutors are re- 
questing. 

“Tfeah, he did wrong, but I’ve 
seen worse,” said Linda Marsh, 
37, who said she wanted to get 
Blagojevich’s autograph. “They 
made him look like A 1 Capone 
the Second.” 

But to the disappointment of 
some, the former governor ar- 
rived Tuesday via an underground 
garage, away from the throngs of 
cameras, reporters and onlookers.

HOW LONG WILL BLAGOJEVICH BE IN PRISON? SIGNS POINT TO HEFTY SENTENCE

Two things were clear Tuesday by the close of 
the first day of Rod Blagojevich’s sentencing 
hearing: The former governor likely was going 
to be hit with a stiff sentence and his legal team 
had abandoned its early hope of him avoiding 
prison altogether. 

At the same time, Blagojevich’s lawyers went 
to lengths to portray their client as an extraor- 
dinarily devoted family man at heart as well as 
a sensitive, caring politician who deserves leni- 
ency 

“Be merciful,” Blagojevich’s wife, Patti, 
wrote to U.S. District Judge James Zagel in ex- 
cerpts from a letter read in court. 


“Be merciful,” Blagojevich’s lawyer Aaron 
Goldstein also repeated as he closed a lengthy 
argument that for the first time acknowledged 
wrongdoing by Blagojevich but also sought to 
minimize the damage it caused. 

Blagojevich has yet to speak on his own be- 
half That will come Wednesday before Zagel 
formally decides how long the ex-governor’s 
punishment is to last for convictions on 
18 criminal counts involving the attempted sale 
of a U.S. Senate seat, illegal shakedowns for 
campaign cash and lying to federal agents. 

But Zagel made it clear that he plans to take 
a hard-line approach to interpreting sentenc- 
ing guidelines, siding with prosecutors in their

calculation that Blagojevich hoped to squeeze 
more than $1.6 million in campaign cash from 
schemes on which he was convicted. Blagojev- 
ich’s lawyers argued that the numbers weren’t 
real because none of the money was paid and 
some of the shakedown targets testified they 
never had any intention of doing so. 

The judge also said he did not buy defense

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arguments that the impeached governor was 
manipulated by aides and advisers into com- 
mitting crimes. Zagel said he considered 
Blagojevich to be the ringleader of a criminal 
conspiracy a designation that can lead to a 
significant increase in prison time under the 
guidelines. 

Prosecutors are asking for a sentence of 
15-20 years in prison for Blagojevich, and Za- 
gel’s comments suggest he could easily settle 
on something within that range. 

“I do believe that is absurd to contend that 
his staff and advisers would devise criminal 
schemes whose only aim was to benefit the 
defendant,” the judge said. “... He promised 
them nothing. He was interested in himself” 

On Tuesday Blagojevich went out of his 
way to avoid the limelight. He was ushered 
in and out of the Dirksen U.S. Courthouse 
through a passage not accessible to the public 


and away from the media glare. 

Inside court, which was held in an oversize 
room usually reserved for public ceremonies, 
Blagojevich was subdued and even looked sul- 
len on occasion. His wife sat on a bench be- 
hind the lawyer’s table, sometimes tearing up 
as her brother and sister consoled her. 

Prosecutors on Wednesday will get their 
chance to explain why they think Blagojevich 
deserves a long prison term. While Blagojev- 
ich’s lawyers disagree, they also backed off 
previous public statements suggesting he was 
a candidate for probation. 

When Zagel flatly asked Goldstein if he 
sought probation for the former governor, 
the attorney avoided repeating the word and 
said only that the defense wanted “the lowest 
sentence possible.” 

The marquee allegation in the case was 
that Blagojevich tried to sell the U.S. Senate 


seat held by Barack Obama before he went to 
the White House. 

And Sheldon Sorosky another Blagojevich 
lawyer, said the former governor erred when 
he asked for a job in return for appointing 
Obama friend Valerie Jarrett. 

“We accept the fact that’s a crime, it’s ille- 
gal, he should not have done it,” Sorosky said. 
“That crime does not call for a 15-year jail sen- 
tence.” 

The defense repeatedly turned to Blagojev- 
ich’s family to hit the most emotional notes 
of the hearing’s first day The lawyers said the 
family would be devastated if its husband and 
father is taken away for a decade or more. 

“Tour honor, I ask you humbly with the 
life of my husband and the childhood of my 
daughters in your hands, be merciful,” Patti 
Blagojevich wrote to Zagel in a letter from 
which Goldstein quoted. 


The attorney also read passages to the 
judge from a letter Blagojevich’s daughter 
Amy wrote recently about her father. In a 
message to the court prepared as part of the 
defense presentation, Amy said one of the 
few good things about her father’s criminal 
case has been that he has been home a lot 
with her. 

“He’s been here to help me with my home- 
work,” she wrote. “He’s been here to teach me 
life lessons.” 

She, too, asked the court for mercy, de- 
scribing how her life has been turned on its 
head and how a long sentence would make it 
worse. 

“It’s too drastic a change. I need my fa- 
ther,” she wrote. “I need him there for my 
high school graduation. I’ll need him there if 
I don’t get into college. 

“I’ll need him when my heart gets broken.”

Forte unsure of return date

Bears running back Matt Forte said Tuesday he’s 
“feeling good’’ but not sure when hell return to 
the starting lineup after injuring his right knee in 
Sunday’s game against the Kansas City Chiefs. 

“Fm able to walk around. I don’t need crutches 
or anything like that,” said Forte, who sprained 
his medial collateral ligament. 

Forte, 25, was at the Victoria’s Secret Pink 
store in Water Tower Place on Tuesday night 
with model Fisa Flosk to promote their holiday 
gift picks for female Bears fans. (For the record. 
Forte is partial to yoga pants with “Bears” writ- 
ten above the butt and polka dot orange box- 
ers.) 

Forte said earlier in the day he had a platelet- 
rich plasma injection, which involves drawing 
blood and spinning it to isolate plasma. The 
plasma is then re-inserted at the wound site to 
stimulate healing. 

I le said he’s heard the timetable for healing in- 
juries like his is two to six weeks, but he’s unsure 
how long it will take him to bounce back. 

Forte, who was drafted in 2008, and the Bears 
this season have been struggling with his con- 
tract. 

Forte wants a five-year extension worth at 
least $40 million with $20 million guaranteed, 
but the Bears offered $6 million per year with 
S14 million to $15 million guaranteed, according 
to the 'If ibune. 

Forte said Tuesday there currently are no con- 
tract talks. 

In the meantime. Forte said he’s just waiting 
for the swelling in his right knee to go down. 

“Really just ice and elevation,” he said.

The presidential pitch 

Obama takes *fair shot’ message on the road— but skimps on details 


President Obama addresses the crowd Tuesday at a high school in Osawatomie, Kan., the same town 
where Teddy Roosevelt laid out his “New Nationalism” plan more than 100 years ago. mct 


President Obama traveled to the heart 
of Republican Kansas on Tuesday, 
where he presented Americans with a choice: 
a “fair shot” with him, or a return to “you’re on 
your own economics.” 

Obama firmly embraced the rhetoric of in- 
come inequality and laid out a plan to rebuild 
the middle class. 

“This is a make or break moment for the 
middle class, and all those who are fighting 
to get into the middle class,” Obama said. ‘At 
stake is whether this will be a country where 
working people can earn enough to raise a 
family, build a modest savings, own a home 
and secure their retirement.” 

But his plan was short on details. 

The much ballyhooed speech was deliv- 
ered in Osawatomie, the same town where 
Teddy Roosevelt made his case for “New 
Nationalism”— a plan for broad social and 
economic reform— more than loo years ago. 

For his speech, Obama hit on major cam- 
paign themes and evoked the language of 
income inequality that has become the hall- 
mark of the Occupy Wall Street movement. 

Obama used the word “fair” or “fairness” a 
total of 15 times in advocating for an America 
where everyone gets an equal opportunity 

“I’m here to reaffirm my deep conviction 
that we are greater together than we are on 
our own,” Obama said. “I believe that this 
country succeeds when everyone gets a fair 
shot, when everyone does their fair share and 
when everyone plays by the same rules.” 

How does that happen? 

Well, according to Obama, by following his 
policy prescriptions, and avoiding those of 
the opposition. 

Republicans have, he said, refused to raise 
taxes on the rich. Republicans have blocked 
his nominee for head of the new consumer 
watchdog agency And they have advocated 
for weak regulation and oversight. 

“We simply cannot return to this brand of 
‘you’re on your own’ economics if we’re seri- 
ous about rebuilding the middle class in this 
country,” Obama said.

This inventive local quartet’s music incorporates elements of titanium- 
heavy doom metal, exploratory jazz and swirling psychedelic rock. 

The band, led by husband-wife team Mike Tsoulos (drums) and 
Andrea Jablonski (bassA^ocals), has performed with the likes of Melt 
Banana, Thrones and Wolf Eyes, and recently released its second 
album, the massive, midnight black “Czarny Sen” (BloodLust! Records). 


TIte first time I listened to the song ''Eclipse” 

I wasn’t sure if you were reciting from the 

Kecronomicoit or just reading your grocery 
list in a foreign language, 

[Laughs.] It’s an old Polish lullaby, actually. 

You could be singing about sunshine and 
puppy dogs and it would still sound terrifying. 
It would be terrifying to everyone except to 
the very large Polish community in Chicago. 
ITiey call me out on it. lliere’s always one 
or two in the audience that arc like, “'Vbah, 

I remember that!” It’s an old Polish nursery 
rhyme about a little kid sitting in front of a 
fire at the end of the night. There’s one little 
tiny cinder that’s sparkling and he imagines it 
telUng him a story Then [the cinder] goes out 
and he never hears the end of the story It’s 
typical Polish dark humor. It’s so not terrify- 
ing, but I’m glad it’s coming across that way 
to everyone else, 

f’m disappointeti it’s not secretly about 
‘Twilight: Eclipse.” 

[Laughs,] No it’s not, because I don’t want 
to lose my fans. But the main chorus of 
^'Eclipse,” if you really must know, has the 
same chords as [Bonnie Tyler’s] ‘^Total Eclipse 
of the Heart”,,, just slower and doomier. Wc 
have a sense of humor somewhere in the 


band, but don’t tell anyone. I’ll lose all my 
street cred! 

Tm guessing you were familiar with the 
history behind "Gloomy Sunday” (originally 
penned in 1933, the mournful number has 
been called the Hungarian suicide song) 
when you incorporated it into your song 
"Suicide.” 

Absolutely. T hat song was part of an audio 
grant we received from Experimental Sound 
Studios, which is a really awesome studio in 
Chicago that tends to do a lot of insane and 
amazing recordings. We received a grant to 
rework ['TTloomy Sunday”] with some of the 
better-known jazz musicians in Chicago. We 
got to work with people like Dave Rempis 
and Bruce Lamont, which was kind of nice. 

Did you ever consider taking the song in 
a completely different direction by incor- 
porating “Don’t Worry Be Happy” into it 
instead? 

[laughs,] Wow, No, We’ve used “Total 
Eclipse of the Heart,” dude. That’s enough. 

Another song on the new album, "Goliad,” 
is based on an 1836 Texas massacre. What 
attracts you to these darker elements? 

I know, we’re horrible. We just love death and 


suicide. [Laughs.] But we’re a happy band, 
really. 

So do you have a stash of animated Disney 
DVDs stowed away under your bed or 
something? 

No, but I’m pretty lighthearted. Everybody 
[in the band] is. We’re just not into writing 
songs about girls and cars, which is fine, too. 

I love those songs. But we’ve had luck writing 
on serious subjects— even though we don’t 
take ourselves that seriously 

Is it a challenge being in a band with your 
husband? 

No. This isn’t the first project I’ve had with 
someone I’ve been involved with; I’m sure it’s 
not the first for many people. And there are 
four of us, so there are two referees in there 
somewhere. 

Does the music give you an outlet for that 
aggression when you do fight? 

Nope. It’s totally separate. Like, we don’t 
make out in the van or anything. [Laughs.] We 
try to keep it very professional because I think 
it’s better that way We don’t bring our fights 
into the practice space. That is one place 
where all four of us leave the world behind. 

Considering how dark the music can be, I’m 
curious: What things actually do scare yoti? 

Whoa. I don’t know What am I afraid of? 
The unknown? I’m afraid of my band killing 
me after this [interview]. I guess I haven’t 
really thought about it. Tidal waves, maybe? 

I keep having reoccurring dreams about tidal 
waves. Alaybe I’ll have to write a song about 
that next.

T-Pain tapped a sci-fi sub genre as inspiration for his fourth studio album, “rEVOLVEr,” 
which dropped Tuesday: 

“Steam punk,” the rapper said during a recent interview. “It’s a movement that’s been hap- 
pening for a long time and it’s got a following that’s been crazy: A lot of people don’t know 
about it. It’s like the modern world meets the iSoos.” 

A big collaborator on other artists’ albums, T-Pain brought in numerous musicians on “rE- 
VOLVEr,” including Pitbull, Lil Wayne, Ne-Yo and Chris Brown. Lily Allen and Wiz Khalifa 
are featured on his hit single “5 O’clock.” 

The rapper, 26, talked about the new album, his family and building the T-Pain brand. 


Any songs on the album hold special mean- 
ing for you? 

There’s a song called “Drowning Again.” It’s 
basically about the problems I’ve had with 
my wife, going through all the stuff we went 
through and how we bounced back. It’s like 
falling in love a second time. 

How do you decide when you want to use 
your auto-tune pitch corrector on songs? 
“Drowning Again/* for example, doesn’t use it. 

It’s basically just the feeling of the song. 

It’s a fun effect, but if you’re trying to do a 
heartfelt song, you don’t want to use a fun 
effect on it. 


You’ve worked with so many artists. Who is 
your dream collaborator? 

Andre 3000 is a dream of mine. 

Why hasn’t that happened? 

Well, right when I got into music, when 
I came up and got enough rank to work 
with him, he kind of stopped doing music. 
[Laughs.] Terrible timing I guess. 

Last year you appeared in the movie “Lot- 
tery Ticket” starring Bow Wow. Any plans 
for more acting? 

Not really I’m a terrible actor. ... It was just a 
favor for Bow Wow 



You also have a T-Pain microphone that uses 
a voice modification technique. Are you 
conscious of building a brand? 

Of course. Nowadays everybody’s trying to 
do something to make their brand bigger, 
whether it be a clothing line or a fragrance. 
You gotta find different ways [to stand out] 
in a business that’s really overflowing with 
musicians.

Lioness: Hidden

As a pop culture figure, Winehouse will 
stick around in people’s imaginations for 
some time. She was a formidable talent and 
left a huge impression. Only two “new” songs 
turn up on “Lioness: Hidden Treasures”: 

“Like Smoke,” for which rapper Nas does the 
majority of the vocalizing, and “Between the 
Cheats.” 

The two songs, however, are strong me- 
lodically and cling to the brilliant updating 
of vintage ’60s girl group pop Winehouse of- 
fered on “Back to Black.” Producers Salaam 
Remi and Mark Ronson keep the sound 
intact and expand upon it on tracks like “Our 
Day Will Come,” a reggae-spiced spin on the 
oft-covered 1963 Ruby & the Romantics bal- 
lad hit. Winehouse is even better on a lucid 
reading of the enduring Goffin-King oldie. 



“Will Tbu Love Me Tomorrow” A frisky “The 
Girl From Ipanema” also comes across as 
inspired. On her 2009 performance of Leon 
Russell’s ‘A Song for You” her voice is raw and 
on the edge of destruction as the production 
swells around her and engulfs her. 

Though not a classic album, as posthu- 
mous releases go, “Lioness” never feels like 
the crass money-grabs Michael Jackson’s two 
recent post-death albums (“Michael,” “Im- 
mortal”) are. “Lioness” is eminently listen- 
able, engaging, sad and a suitable accompa- 
niment to her unfortunately small body of

Bad sex, not fiction

David Giiterson won Britain's “most dreaded literary prize/^ the 
Bad Sex in Fiction Award, for a torrid romp between a mother 
and her son in “Ed King/^ a recasting of the Oedipus myth. 

Presented during a ceremony Monday in London, the prize 
was granted for a ii-hour sequence of what Guterson calls “gyra- 
tions and five-sense choreographies’^— ending with a morning 
shower during which she “abused him with a bar of soap.” 

“Oedipus practically invented bad sex, so Pm 
not in the least bit surprised,” Guterson said in 
a statement distributed by Britain’s Literary 
Review, which oiganized the contest. 'Phe 
author, who lives in the U.S., was unable to 
attend. 

Previously won by Tom Wolfe, Norman 
Mailer and Jonathan Littell, the Bad Sex in 
Fiction contest seeks to shame the author of 
the yearns “most embarrassing passages of 

sexual description in a literary novel.” Inau- 
gurated in 1993 by the late Literary Review 
editor Auberon Waugh, the prize has in- 
stead encouraged authors to spice up sex 
scenes to boost sales. 

“Without wanting to sound prig- 
gish, this prize has spectacularly back- 
fired,” Waugh’s son, author Alexander 
Waugh, told the gathering. 'I'he prize 
could have been won by a “disappoint- 
ingly large number of books” this 
year, he said. 

Guterson, who made his 
name with “Snow Falling on 
Cedars,” narrowly defeat- 
ed competition from Ha- 
ruki Murakami’s “1Q84,” 

Chris Adrian’s “The Great 
Night” and Ijee Child’s “The Af- 
fair,” the judges said. 

Pornographic or expressly erotic works are exclud- 
ed from the contest. Yet the Literary Review judges 

always find plenty from %vhich to choose. 

Murakami became a finalist for likening a pair of 
upturned nipples to “a vine’s new tendrils seeking 
sunlight.” Child was cited for a passage that begins, 

“Then it was time. Wc started tenderly Long and 
slow, long and slow ” 

The shortlist also included James Frey for “The 
Final Testament of the Holy Bible” (“His breath 
felt hot and smelled sweet”) and Stephen King for 
“11/22/63” (“Tt was the sound of greedy discovery in 
her voice that put me over the edge”). 

The other finalists were “On Canaan’s Side” by Se- 
bastian Barry; “The Land of Painted Caves” by Jean 
M. Aucl; “Dead Europe” by Christos Tsiolkas; “Every- 
thing Beautiful Began After” by Simon Van Booy; “Paral 
lei Stories” by Peter NadaS; and “Outside the Ordinary 
Wirld”byDori Ostcrmiller. 

Auberon Waugh established the prize to draw 
attention to the “crude, tasteless, and often per- 
functory use of redundant passages of sexual 
description in contemporary novels, and to dis- 
courage it.”

Looking for the dress you saw on your favor- 
ite TV show or the jerseys worn during a foot- 
ball game or soccer match? An iPad app aims 
to help viewers shop while watching TV. 

Unlike TV shopping channels, Watch with 
eBay is a new feature in cBa/s iPad app that 
lets users buy items related to the program 
they’re viewing. 

“The idea is to provide a new form of TV 
watching entertainment that includes the 
possibility of shopping and discovering in- 
teresting products people never would have 
discovered otherwise,” said Steve Yankovich, 
vice president of mobile at eBay 

After entering the network provider and 
channel, items related to the TV show, the ac- 
tors, guests or teams in a sporting event sur- 
face within the app. 

“We’ve seen that guys sitting around watch- 
ing a sporting event will buy jerseys for the 


team they like,” Yankovich said. ‘And nor- 
mally when you’re sitting around watching a 
sporting event on TV, you’re not really think- 
ing about being in shopping mode. 

“But that’s because no one presented it to 
you in a frictionless and pleasing way” 

A recent study by Yahoo/Nielsen found 
that 86 percent of smartphone and tablet 
owners use the devices while watching TV, 
and 25 percent of them are searching for in- 
formation related to the show 

Purchasing the item in a particular scene 
of a TV show isn’t possible yet, but that could 
change. 

Yankovich said content providers are be- 
ginning to tag video frames with the items in 
those scenes, which will make it possible in 
the future. 

“It will get down to actual product,” he said. 
“It could literally be the brand name of cloth- 
ing that each person is wearing in the scene.”
